Efforts were made to find a volunteer 
engineer to move the train, but none could be found, and the train was, 
accordingly, side-tracked, and the theatrical company compelled to wait 
for six hours, until the next regular train arrived and took them to their 
destination, arriving too late for a performance,

JOSEPH WHEELOCK, SR., DIES. 


Joseph Wheelock, Sr.. a prominent actor, died 
Vonday. of heart disease at Highlands, Long 
Branch, N. J. 

Joseph Wheelock, Sr.. was born in 1839, in 
Roxston. He began his career at the Boston Mn- 
seum, in 1856. es a supernumerary. In 1859 
he came to New York. and had a part with the 
Webb Sisters at the old Chatham Thertre. Af 
ter that. Mr. Wheelock associated himself with 
Tom Stetsin. Wash Mellville and Tom Jackson. 
playing In Nashville. Tenn. While there. he met 
end married Anna France. Roth returned to 
Roston. and played leading parts at the Bos- 
ton Museum. 

During the same year he again went on the 
road. and made his first hit in The Stranger. 
then playing Washington. After that. he plaved 
the title role in Enech Arden. when it wrs first 
produced in this covntry, in 1885. Later he 
riared “leeds” in varions stock companies, prin- 
cipally thet of the Meech Brothers, at the 
Academy of Music. New York. For a time he 
Played an engagement at the Woods Mnseum. 
Chicago, and then was signed. by J. H. Me- 
Vicker, to play at McVicker’s Theatre, where he 


acted with Edwin Booth. He was the original 
Bob Sackett. in Bronson Howard's Saratoga, 
and afterward suported J. H. Wallack, Jr., in 
stock engagements. 

Mr. Wheelock came to New York in 1872, to 
play leading parts at the old Booth Theatre, 
after which he went on tour with Adelaide 
Neilson. Later on he toured with Agnes Rooth. 

For a short time Mr. Wheelock managed the 
Grand Opera House in New York, and played in 


Around the World in Eighty Days, with Theo 
dore Hamilton and Bob Johnson. 
He was at Daly's Theatre, and played on 


tour with Mary Anderson. He was the Steve 
Harland in May Blossom, which. in the early 
eighties, ran for eighty-four consecutive nights, 
at Madison Square Garden Theatre, a record 
run in those deys. At another time he played 
Barrett In Phillip Herne. 

In 1897. Mr. Wheelock played a leading part 
in The Sporting Duchess. and two seasons ago 
he played a leading part with Sothern and 


Julia Meriowe. For one season he was with 
Nance O'Neil. in The Fire of St. John. and 
Judith of Bethulia. Last season and this, he 


played with Otis Skinner in, In the Honor of 


the Family. 


Mr. Wheelock’s first wife died in 18668. and 
he remarried. His son. Joseph Wheelock, Jr., 
also an actor, was forced to give up work last 


year, and go to Arizona. for his health. 

Mr. Wheelock was one of the founders, and 
the first president of the Actors’ Society of 
America. He wae a member of the Lambs, The 
Players and other elubs and belonged to the 
Elks.

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E are now ready for the celebra- 
tions, parades and other exercises 
to be held during Founders’ Week, 
starting October 5.

BROOKLYN, N. Y. 


Between admiration for the decorations and 
conveniences and pleasure at the performance 
the audience at the opening. September 26. of 
the Fulton Theatre, Brooklyn, was a happy 
crowd. And what a crowd it was! It seemed 
the new amnsement house, which is in Fulton 
street, near Nostrand avenue, was jammed fif 
teen minutes after the doors were opened. 

The theatre building is four stories high and 
fireproof. The decorative scheme is of the art 
nonvean type. The basie colors are gold and 
brown for the walls and bine for the draperies 
and upholstering. On the walls conventionalized 
American wild flowers are curved and trans 
formed into decorative designs with no repeti- 
tions of patterns. There are also elaborate 
floral designs and figure painting. giving an 
effect’ of richness. yet all in subdued shades. 
The lobby has embossed and flluminated leather 
on the side walls, with a marble base, and the 
relief work is in gold. brown and olive. 

The sounding board is covered by a great 
painting of an Arcadian landscape. In its centre 
Is a throne, where the genins of drama is 
seated around by Tragedy, Comedy, Wit and 
Humor in conversation, while near by is a 
group of Cupids. 


The Fulton Theatre has many fire exits and 
plenty of fire apparatus and appliances in con 
venient spots.

OPENING OF BROOKLYN'S NEW 
ACADEMY OF MUSIC. 

Brooklyn's new Academy of Music, that has 
cost a million of dollars, is now ready for open 
ing, and has been shown to its large body of 
stockholders and their friends and was form 
ally opened Thursday evening, October 1, with 
a song recital by Mme. Schumann-Heink. It 
has taken five years to build it and experts say 
when all is in running order it will not be far 
from the best equipped building in the world 
for its purpose. It covers an entire block front 
on Lafayette avenue, not far from the Flatbush 
avenue station. The completion of the new 
building is an event not only for Brooklyn but 
for all of New York City. 

The new Academy comprises within Its big 
extent the facilities for the holding of four 
large events at one and the same hour. § It 
may give grand opera in its big auditorium and 
a concert in its concert hall alongside. There 
also is a ballroom, which may be connected 
at will with anditerium or concert hall or shut 
off from both of them, and a lecture hall be 
sides. In addition auditorium and concert hal! 
may be connected together so that they may be 
used for the same entertainment. 

The old Academy of Music in Brooklyn was 
burned on November 30, 1908. It had stood 
on Montague street, two blocks away from 
the old Brooklyn City Higll and between Court 
and Clinton streets. for close to half a century. 
and was by long odds the most famous gathering 
place Brooklyn had for two generations for 
fairs, balls, operas, concerts and every sort 
of great public entertainment. The old Acad- 
emy was neither commodious, convenient nor 
decorative, yet it was the only structure of its 
kind on the east side of the East River. The 
borough felt lost when one morning it suddenlr 
caught fire and burned like a tinder box, leav- 
ing only the bare walls standing. Fortunately 
there was nobody in the building at the time 

The old building had such great historic in- 
terest that before the smoking walls had grown 
cold a movement was started for a new Acad 
emy. The corner stone of the new edifice was 
laid on May 25, 1907 

Three great factors are going to determine 
and make definite the success of the new 
Academy. In the first place, grand opera is to 
be given in it, by the Metropolitan Opera Com 
pany, and Brooklynites have rushed to sub- 
scribe to this. The success of Brooklyn grand 
opera is now assured. Then the Brooklyn Insti 
tute of Arts and Science, which has its museum 
building up on Eastern Parkway, will co-ope- 
rate with the Academy holding all its large and 
important concerts, recitals, lectures and big 
entertainments generally there. In the third 
place, the fashionable dancing sets of the bor 
ough, and the philanthropic institutions have 
already planned ont many important events to 
take place in auditorium, concert hall and ball 
room. 

One of the finest organs in this country has 
already been installed in the Academy The 
stage of the anditorium has been planned ont 
on the most elaborate seale, and will make 
the opera house one of the most complete in 
America It is practically a big steel cage. 
with a movable floor laid in sections There 
is a musicians’ pit that will hold eighty men, 
and the general tone of the decorations of the 
entire anditortum is of purple and blue 

The concert hall, on the other hand, ts of 
gold and yellow effects, and the ballroom, which 
has a visitors’ gallery that will seat 150, Is also 
of yellow. There are large kitchens connecting 
directly with this, and the balance of the build 
ing contains twenty-four dressing rooms for 
opera artists, and a green room on the first 
floor that fs a revival in complete detail of the 
old green room of the English stage. 

Grand opera is to open here on Saturday, 
November 14, two days before the commence 
ment of the opera season in Manhattan. There 
is to be a great array of special musical and 
literary events. Thus the Brooklyn Institute 
is to celebrate the 300th anniversary of the 
birth of Milton on December 9, and the 100th 
anniversary of the birth of Gladstone on De 
cember 29. Other great anniversaries to be com- 
memorated are those of Abraham Lincoln, Ol 
ver Wendell Holmes, Mendelssohn. Chopin and 
Charlies Darwin. Paderewski, Gabrilowitsch and 
Geraldine Farrar are to be among the musical 
stars that will be there

Israel Zangwill, who returned on the Teutonic 
last week, dispensed epigrams to reporters in 
his apartment at the Hotel Wellington.

Zangwill talked about Zionism, the suffragette 
movement, home rule, the stage in England, and 
everything but the plot of the play which he 
came over here to produce, The Melting Pot. 
He summed it up by saying that the play had 
no plot, in fact, and that it ended at 11 o'clock. 

“This play,’ he suid, ‘‘is the result of not 
writing for three years. I have been actively 
interested in the question of Zionism for a long 
time, and The Melting Pot is the expression of 
all my thoughts in these years. By the title 
I mean America. All that I care to say 
about the piece, and I am not trying to conceal 
anything, is that the scene is laid in the Bor- 
ough of Richmond. and most of the action 
takes place within a minimum taxicab fare of 
Staten Island.’’ 

Of Zionism Mr. Zangwill said: ‘‘The Terrt- 
torial Society, of which I am the head, has con- 
cluded that, although Palestine is the ideal place 
for the foundation of a Jewish State, we cannot 
attain it. We have sent out an expedition to in- 
vestigate the merits of other localities and 
have fixed upon a spot in Northern Africa, as 
likely to be well adapted to our needs.

THE GREAT RAYMOND AND COM- 
PANY IN SOUTH AMERICA. 


Bahia, Brazil, S. A., Aug. 27, 1908. 
Dear Billy Boy:— 

We are now at Bahia, the Crescent City of 
Brazil, on the beautiful bay of all Saints, and 
after looking the town over, from Harlem to 
the Battery, we are all convinced that this is 
the nearest approach to a regular place, ex- 
cepting Rio, that we have struck in this, the 
largest Republic in South America. 

A delightful three days’ ride from Pernam- 
buco, to Bahia, while the old Atlantic was at 
its best, was marred by the death of a ‘‘North- 
ern’? or Amazonian, as they are termed, who 
having been attacked by the Amazon fever, was 
traveling south to cooler climate, but the fever 
was unwilling to wait and they buried the poor 
fellow at sea, off Maceio, 200 miles from here. 

Just below our windows, barely half a mile 
away, the “‘Bremen,’’ a German battleship, and 
the ‘‘Caravellas,’’ a Portuguese battleship, are 
slowly rising and falling with the swell of 
the incoming tide, a dim jagged outline, barely 
discernable against the multi-colored sky, far, 
far over the still waters of the bay, makes one 
believe this is some fairyland, then the clang 
of a trolley car wakes you from your reverie, 
and once again you are back in the land of the 
living. 

The trolley cars here, American make, are 
very up-to-date, being of the Broadway type, 
slightly smaller but kept in excellent condition. 
Each car has two conductors, an auditor and 
motorman, not to mention the policeman on the 
rear platform and the hundreds of Government 
and municipal officials who ride for nothing, but 
the lines pay good dividends and are the first 
really modern transportation affairs we have 
encountered in Brazil. 

Bahai is a small edition of San Francisco, be- 
ing over two-thirds built on hills, to which the 
residents travel in elevators, inclines and_ hill- 
top cars, the lower part of the city stretches 
for miles along the bay and is made up chiefly 
of shipping and commission houses while the up- 
per city, or *‘Alta Bahia,’’ is composed of many 
first-class shops, residents and public buildings. 

We closed our engagement at Pernambuco by 
civing a benefit for the employes of the theatre 
and Sunday matinee benefit for the public. or 
in other words, reducing the price so that those 
who ould not afford the regular prices would 
have an opportunity to witness an out-of-the-or- 
dinary attraction, for previous to our advent 
into the city, the Italian Lyric Company, 72 
artists, had the boards for three months. Opera 
of the comic breed is very popular here. Colonel 
Beletreaux, the administrator of the theatre, re- 
quested us to give an extra performance, and 
to our surprise, Mr. Raymond and every member 
of the company received some token of appre- 
ciation, 

The entire theatre was filled with women and 
children of the poorer class accompanied by 
women of the ‘‘upper ten’? and just after Mr. 
Raymond’s opening act which. of course, is 
magic, he was called to the Colonel’s box, or 
“Camarote,’’ as it is termed here, and _ pre- 
sented with a beautiful alligator bag, nitted 
with gold toilet articles. On the side of it 
was a small gold tag, made of native ore and 
upon the tag was engraved, ‘‘Para O Great Ray- 
mond—Illusionista Americano—Frome O Repub- 
lico do Pernambuco.” Each performer came on 
for his or her turn and they received some small 
trinket as a token of esteem. 

The Great Raymond will open at Bahia, in 
the Polvtheama, next Saturday, for a series of 
ten performances, but his reputation must have 
preceded him for the house is entirely sold out 
for the opening performance and quite a large 
portion for the second. 

Friar Reihenbach, our agent, is getting so 
stout that we are thinking of making him walk 
to Rio de Janeiro, or at least part of the way. 
He says egenting in Brazil is like selling ice 
water in Hades. All you have to do is bring it 
in and it sells itself. No doubt he is right for 
night after night we have played to packed 
houses and yet, we are positively unable to 
write any press notices in advance or bill the 
towns as we would like, for billboards are al- 
most an unknown virtue here and were it not 
for the stretches we carry and the friendly dead 
walls, we could use nothing larger than a 3- 
sheet. It is easy to tell after the first per- 
formance how business will continue. If the 
performance satisfies the people the following 
day, the hotel is crowded with admirers, but 
on the other hand, if a show falls to please, 
bills, bills, bills. 


Every man, woman and child in the city will 
fing that the ompany owes them money for 
posting bills on their houses, carrying a pack- 
age for one of the artists or running an errand 
for some one and a corel nod of the head is all 
the courtesy you receive from these otherwise, 
over polite people. 

Our prices here are $19 for first-class boxes, 
with five chairs; $17 for second-class boxes: $1.95 
for first-class chairs; $1.35 for second-class 
chairs, and 90 cents for gallery, or general ad- 
mission, and the house seats over 1,500 people. 

We leave here September 12 for Rio, where 
we open at the San Pedro Theatre the first 
theatre of the city, for twenty performances, 
then Montevideo and the more temperate zone of 
Argentina. 

Mr. Raymond joins me in best wishes to our 
many friends in the United States—‘'God’s

Outlook. 


In America, Paid In Full is an enormous success, and the author, Eugene 
Walter, has been hailed as a dramatist of welcome and striking ability. 
In London, the critics, almost without an exception, found the play to be 

worthy of high commendation. Yet, Paid In Full, like so many 
recent dramatic importations, failed in England. The expla- 
nation is not easy to discover. 

The College Widow was a genuine, original comedy, played 
by a company of unusual ability, and, in spite of splendid press notices, was 
not a success. 

Strongheart and the Lion and the Mouse were also quickly withdrawn; 
and what can be said of the scant attention those two great artists, Julia 
Marlowe and Sothern, received during their season abroad? 

This indifference to American theatrical productions can not be justified 
by laying it to hereditary antagonism against all things ‘“‘American,” for one 
has only to recall the successes of Mrs. Wiggs and The Belle of New York 
to illustrate how unfounded is this idea. Perhaps the growing preference 
on the part of English audiences for music hall entertainments is more 
largely responsible than the nationality of the play or the players. In sup- 
port of this theory may be cited a number of English failures which pos- 
sessed all the qualifications of success. 

Pessimistic critics fear that there will be no change in the public taste 
abroad, and that American plays and players, however good they may be, 
will continue to suffer from the great change in the public taste.

The unfairness of the editorial in question 
lies rather in the fact that it magnifies bad films and their consequences, and 
fails utterly to give recognition to their wide scope of usefulness, and studi- 
ously ignores the great influence in educational progress and betterment to 
which the manufacture of films has been brought. Its application of “a 
truth half told,” emphasized by a complete indifference as to justice or result, 
makes the article in question all the more to be condemned. The spirit of 
fairness that in recent years has been the chief characteristic of the maga- 
zine editor, and which usually prompts the publication of both sides—the 
good and the bad—of every story, is conspicuous by its absence. 
Perhaps the sordid striving for increased circulation and consequent 
dividends, is not the least to be condemned of: the motives which actuate 
publishers of this stripe.

AN EARLY MEMBER OF THE THEAT- 
RICAL SYNDICATE — SUCCESSFUL 
CAREER. 


Mr. Harry Ratnforth, of Cincinnati, whose 
portrait appears on this week's title page, rep- 
resents the commercial and artistic side of the 
theatrical profession equally. He is manager 
of the Grand Opera House, of that city, the 
firm being Rainforth and Havlin, but each as- 
sociate has other enterprises In hand as well. 
Some years ago, before the genius of business 
had welded the leading theatrical interests of 
the United States Into a compact body, builded 
on principles as rigid as those of banking; and 
when famous stars and large productions were 
st times forced to admit the want of a gen- 
eral organization for mutual good on the part 
of theatrical managers, Mr. Rainforth acquired 
the Grand Opera House of Cincinnati with the 
late Col. R. E. J. Miles. 

Previously Mr. Rainforth had been an actor, 
from a traveler on the road to re = 3 
port of the late Joseph Jefferson, John 4 
Raymond, John McCullough, Edwin Booth and 
other famous stars of that time. To name the 
stellar lights with whom Mr. Rainforth was 
thus associated is to name again players whose 
place i» enshrined In loving chapters of history. 
Mr. Ratnforth’s experience behind the foot- 
lights was of Incalenlable advantage to him 
as a manager, and as he owned and conducted 
companies of his own, he took his place at the 
managerial desk with the equipment of experi- 
ence. The Successful history of the Grand Op 
era House Is the answer. Now one of the 
most beautiful temples of the play art in Amer. 
fea, within the walls of which appear annou- 
ally the leading attractions of this and other 
countries, the famous playhouse is a monument 
to the business ability of its managers. Mr. 
Bainforth waa an early member of the syndi- 
cate that placed theatrical affairs on the same 
basis as rallroads, steamship lines, ete. This 
combination made the paper of theatres good in 
the market, advanced the salaries of players. 
made better productions and held forth golden 
rewards for the best efforts of playwrights. 
That result was very different, indeed, from 
the old state of affairs when the genius of 
theatres was as unsteady as a ship without 
a helm, seeking In vain for a safe anchorage 
Mr. Ratnforth is also a member of that other 
theatrical organization comprised. of the lead 
ing managers and producers of the world, which 
has to do with the art side—the play side, 
while the syndicate, per se. Is the business 
side—the side that pays the salaries, that 
guarantees contracts, that provides transporfa- 
tlon and fhat is big enough and safe enough 
to control the destinies of the footlights from 
ocean to ocean, and from the lakes to the Gulf. 
Mr. end Mrs. Rainforth reside in their own pret- 
ty little home on the hilltops during the winter 
time. but In the summer season sojourn in their 
other home within near distance of Buzzards 
Bay, on Long Island Sound. New Yark. Their 
only son, Selden, fs having a successful carcer 
tn the medical and surgical profession in New 
York City. 


ETHEL BARRYMORE. 


Miss Ethel Barrymore. now playing the role 
of Lady Frederick in W. Somerset Manghan's 
successful comedy, is, in this production, scor 
ing what is probably her greatest success. Her 
delineation of the character of the beantiful 
and irrepressible Irish widow, of the title. Is 
counted as offering a greater scope than any- 
thing she has ever done. Surprising as it may 
seem. Mise Rarrymore has had. during her en- 
tire stage career. but one manager, Mr. Chas. 
Frobman. Miss Barrymore's first appearance 
was with her uncle, John Drew, In 1894, fn his 
production, The Bauble Shop, and she played 
with him for several seasons. Then came a 
visit to London which made her one of the most 
envied of the younger generation of actresses, 
for she became a member of Sir Henry Irving's 
Lycenm Company, end remained with that cele 
brated actor for three years, returning to this 
eountry to play with Annie Russell In Catherine. 
The season of 1901-02, New York theatregoers 
were electrified br her delightful impersonation 
of Mme. Treton! tn Captain Jinks. and now her 
name blazed ont In letters of electric fire tn 
front of the Garrick Theatre, for Miss Rarry- 
more had now reached stardom. Then came 
The Conntry Monse, and the delightful little 
curtain raiser, Carrots, in which she so charm 
ingly depicted a French peasant bor. The next 
season she etarred tn Consin Kate. which was 
followed by Sunday, Alice Sit Ry The Fire, The 
Silver Box and a repertoire of her previons sue 
cesses, the last vear Her Sister. 

In May, 1905, Mise Barrymore astonished 
her friends by her splendid rendition of the dif 
fienit role of Nora, tn Ibsen's A Doll's House. 
which she put on without asalatance or the ad- 
vice of any one. Miss Barrymore's personal!ty 
and the authority with which she dominates 
the stage and the people shout hex are re- 
sponsible In a great measure for her remarkable 
success. She ts a beautiful woman. and a win 
some one, with a natural fund of humor and an 
ability as a reconteur which ts most entertatn- 
ing. This Intter quality she unquestionably tn 
herits from her father, who was one of the best 
story tellers of his time. 

Recently Miss Rarrymore, while a passenger 
on an Iilinofs Central train, between Chicago 
and St. Lonts, was the victim of a serious 
rallroad wreck, 

The car in which she was traveling was so 
badly damaged tMat the porter was required 
to break through a window and help Miss Rar 
tymore safely ont of the car.

Ment at St. Louls on Monday evening, Septem- 
ber 28.

LAEMMLE 


Replies to Attack on Moving Picture 
Theatres. 


In a recent issue of a national weekly, a story 
appeared which broadly condemned nickelodeons 
and moving picture theatres. Laemmle's reply 
is as follows: 

EDITOR COLLIER’S WEEKLY, 
New York, N. Y. 

Dear Sir—I am an advertiser in your publi- 
cation, and, therefore, do not expect much con- 
sideration at your editorial hands, but let me 
ae the following: 

he story about moving pictures in your cur- 
rent issue, in the opinion of many who know 
is ill-considered and illogical. It -takes a hard 
erack at a big industry wiiich is trying its 
blamedest to elevate its standard, and which has 
succeeded in doing so to a remarkable extent ia 
spite of the hysterical reformers, such as the 
author of your article. 

The father of the moving picture business, and 
the one who now exercises more control over 
it than any other individual, is Thomas A. 
Edison. He is hardly the sort of a man whe 
weuld advocate anything which might tend to 
pervert the morals of boys. Miss Jane Addama, 
founder of Hull HouSe, finds much good in mov- 
ing pictures. And she has never been suspected 
of harboring any malevolent feeling toward the 
rising generation. In a letter written about a 
year ago, when the moving picture industry 
first began to humn itself toward bettering con- 
ditions, she said this: 

“It is unfortunate that the five-cent theatre 
has become associated in the public mind with 
the lurid and unworthy. Our experience, at 
Hull House, has left no doubt in our minds 
that in time moving pictures will be utilized 
quite as the stereopticon is at present, for all 
purposes of education and entertainment and 
that schools and churches will count the films 
as among their most valuable equipment.’’ 

Her prophecy is already fulfilled. Such high- 
class lecturers as Burton Holmes and Lyman 
Howe find moving pictures a great educational 
and entertaining power. Chautauqua lecturers, 
fairy tales (such as the author of your story 
commends) and other subjects calculated te 
stimulate the youthful and adult imagination tn 
a helpful way are now common in the busi- 
ness. Your author gives a list of moving pie- 
tures, that, in part. can well be criticized, I 
will admit. But there are so many good ones 
than bad ones—and we are weeding out the 
latter—that there are two sides to the story. 
Why not tell them beth? I am appending a 
list of popular subjects. Look them over and 
see if they are vicious. 

The person who wrote your story repeatedly 
harps on the fact that we moving picture men 
are after the money. We admit the soft im- 
peachment. But, looking at it from a purely 
business standpoint, we find we can make more 
money and more friends by cutting out every 
single subject that might be questioned by high- 
browed, long-haired reformers. 

Looking at it from another standpoint, we 
moving picture men are not exactly hyenas te 
human guise. We have hearts and souls. We 
even have children. Our children have seep 
moving pictures, but as yet they have com 
mitted no erimes. 

But we make money! 

That’s the damnable part of onr business—- 
we make money. But we can not see that we 
are any more guilty of taking candy from @ 
baby than your author is when he accepts money 
from Collier’s for foisting upon it such a one- 
sided, factless bit of sermonizing as was the 
story in question. 

For the love of heaven don't hapgoodize every 
bit of fiction you print. Confine it to your page 
of editorials, compactly, so we can skip it with 
ont turning a hair and enjoy rather the inter- 
esting whims of your Japanese schoolboy or that 
section of your magazine which is devoted te 
facts, known as advertising

shine. The shows, though few in number, were 
lined up and awaited the approval of this little 
city. For that week Crawford was a veritable 
Gotham. Men and women who were to be mem- 
bers of this company, began pouring in. The 
week ended and the little company of six shows 
had completed its first engagement. Twelve 
big shows and three big free acts now compose 
the company. Despite the fact that the com- 
pany was handicapped by the difficulties of 
“framing up’’ and the small number of attrac- 
tions, the people were both liberal in opinion 
and patronage, and extended a cordial invita- 
tion for a return engagement. 

The following week brought the show more 
around into shape. Sidney, the town which 
welcomed the shows, was played in a poor time 
of the year, according to the inhabitants, as 
everyone was busy getting in the crops and 
“making hay while the sun was shining.’” A 
good business, nevertheless, was experienced 
here, and when the company left, it was one 
that could hold its own with any of the trav- 
eling organizations. North Platte was the next 
on the list and it was sure one live, little vil- 
lage. 

The natives of this little town were ac- 
quainted with carnivals and they packed the 
streets, morning, afternoon and evening. Be- 
sides entertaining the people with a carnival, 
the Nebraska State Volunteer Firemen held 
their annual tournament and added to the fes- 
tivities by pulling off some good first-class hose 
races and water fights. The combination of 
amusements was the means of drawing thousands 
of visitors to the city, who had no time for 
anything but to take in the sights and enjoy 
themselves generally. It was with a sigh that 
the visitors left with the words, ‘“‘Requiem in 
Pacem,’’ ringing in their ears. 


From North Platte, the eastward trail was 
taken. Kearney, noted in some pages of his- 
tory as being near the old U. S. Indian fort by 
the same name, and one of the stopping places 
on the old Pony Express line, was entertained 
for a week. 


Fremont was next, and Lexington has just 
completed one of its busiest and liveliest weeks. 
The shows were the attractions for the big 
Dawson County Fair. 


Just as a simple reminder that sometimes, if 
necessary, Nebraska can afford entertainment 
of a very bad flavor, gentle zephyrs were inan- 
gurateq the first part of the week, to break 
the monotony. Day by day, these gentle whiffs 
of wind grew in velocity. Sand, alkalie, com- 
mon every-day dust, small pieces of bark, leaves, 
and in fact everything that would and could 
lodge in one’s eyes and in a generel manner be- 
come a nuisance, were whirled through the air, 
urged on and given impetus by the gentle 
breezes, was the cause for many to quietly and 
under their breath, murmur—‘‘Durn it.’’ But 
the worst remained. 


Shortly after seven o'clock Friday evening, 
threatening clouds were seen to be forming 
in battle array in the South. Ten minutes later 
a miniature cyclone hit the grounds and the 
air was filled with flying debris. Quick work 
on the part of the employees of the shows 
saved most of the tops and fronts, but some 
were badly damaged. Hale’s Tours, in some 
manner unaccounted for, got mixed up in the 
wind and started to move away. After travel- 
ing for about twenty-five yards it rammed into 
the Ferris Wheel and succeeded in smashing 
two of the seats, besides badly disfiguring it- 
self. Just as the car began to move one of 
the natives yelled, ‘‘There goes the Union De- 
pot.””) This was morsel which furnished a little 
bit of amusement for the disconsolate crowd. 
To top the evening’s entertainment off, it 
rained in torrents for more than two hours, 
leaving three foot of water for the men to tear 
down and load in the next day, which they did. 

The Coliseum is the feature show of the 
company, the Four Lorettas being the headliners, 
presenting both their posing act and _ their 
tumbling stunts. Martin Morales and Family, 
Mexican acrobats, are possibly as clever in their 


horizontal bar work as any in the business. 
Alvino and Geare have a contortion act and 
hand-to-hand mat work, which is exceedingly 
good. Besides these big acts several others 
of equal merit are to be found in this minia- 
ture cireus. Mr. Jesse M. Shoat, the “Boy 
from Columbus, Cherokee County, Kansas,’’ is 


working the front. 


Capt. Cardona and his trained wild animals, 
joined the shows at Fremont, and have been re- 
ceiving bouquets ever since. J. G. Abbott is 
doing the stunt on the front, telling the people 
of the hidden wonders within, and hair-raising 
tales of the jungles. A. W. Nolan is working 
the front of Pharaoh's Daughter, with Tom In- 
nes handling the electrical end of the show. 
Macks Kimmerer has the double task of manag- 


ing The Home of the Merry Widow and the 
Tyrolean Alps. Macks is one great talker and 
when he is not telling of the big snap he and 
his wife got in the line of rooms and how the 
landlady was so nice and fixed them ‘“‘swell’’ 
midnight lunches, he amuses himself by prac- 
ticing the arts of hypnotism. 

Bert Lund with his ‘‘simp’’ helpers, have 
been touring the amusement seekers from the 
Rockies to the big citles of Chicago and New 


York, by means of the Hale's Tours, for some 
time. Much comment has been started by the 
visitors owing to the speed employed by Bert, 
as the trip from the West to the East is made 


in a very few minntes. L. A. Phillips and his 
“reps”? and his sea lions are still in existence 
and copping the kale. 

Cupid and his little bundle of darts has only 
struck the company once since the opening, 
and then Ora C. Gardner, “‘Gap’’ artist and 
“charge d’affairs’’ of the Ocean Wave. which 
he says is the big Oriental ride, snecumbed to 
the piercing effect and took unto himself a bet- 
ter half.

PLAYHOUSES 


Columbia, S. C., is to have an 
to-date, popular-priced’ theatre, to be open ev- 
ery week in the year. Dr. W. B. Burney, who 
owns the old Carolina National Bank property, 
has let the contract for the erection of a brick 
building 41x120, immediately in the rear of the 
old bank building, on the site where now is the 
Lyric Airdome. The walls will be eighteen 
inches thick and the building is to have a por- 
table roof, which can easily be removed in the 


up- 


summer. The seating capacity will be 1,000. 
The stage will be 33x38 feet, with su‘ficient 
space to permit about 1,000 feet of scenery. 


Dr. Burney is having this building erected es- 
pecially for the management of the Lyric thea 
tre, and when completed it will be one of the 
largest and best arranged popular priced houses 
in the South. Hubert Rockefeller, the present 
manager of the Lyric Airdome, came to Columbia 
last year and opened the Lyric Theatre. As 
the patronage increased he opened the Airdome, 
and as this house would have to be abandoned 
during the winter months, he presented the 
situation to Dr. Burney, and the latter decided 
to erect a building suitable for the Lyric man- 
agement, winter or summer. As soon as the 
structure is completed the management will 
arrange for more versatile productions; new 
moving picture shows will be presented each 
night of the week. The programs for each 
performance will require about one hour and a 


half, including moving pictures, illustrated 
songs and vaudeville. The prices will be 10 
and 20 cents, with 30 cents for box seats. 


The opening of the New Tioga The- 
atre, Oswego, N. Y., recently, proved a gala 
night for theatregoers. After being without a 
payhouse for over four years, a very large and 
fashionable audience had the pleasure of once 
more going to a theatre in their own town. 
The initial attraction was The Mummy and the

leading role. The company put on a most ex- 
cellent and finished performance. The second 
pley in the new house was Human Hearts.
